Notes on the ZM-3: 


- It uses an 807 as a grid controlled rectifier to produce the high voltage 
needed. An odd kind of circuit not commonly found. AC on the plate, DC 
controls the grid. 

-In mine, the high voltage applied to a cap is not in agreement with the 
meter - I have not figured out why yet. 

- MY ZM-3 needs calibration: I'd expect others would too. 

- The thing is heavy but does a fine job. Mine is in a typical Army wood 
carrying case, which adds a lot to the weight. 

- the thing can ZAP you, so be careful. 


Have fun. You will learn a lot about capacitors by using that thing.

Just for the record, I'll mention that Randy meant printed hard copy with 

full size foldouts and heavy covers. Plus he also got the ZM-3/U schematic which 
for some strange reason is not in the -35, only the older original short 

number TM. The -35 only has the ZM-3A/U schematic. Although it may be the same, 
the manual doesn't say so. 


Also, since these ZM-3's and ZM-3A's seem to be turning up (I recently bought 

one myself after two attempts), to print out the Depot parts list (which 

unlike many of the later ones actually contains more than just the NSN) you need a 
printer or printer driver that is capable of rotating pages. The list is a

Gang - 


This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vacuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 

about it... simple policy -- keep this off the list! 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 


regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics xwillx result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area. 


5) LONG lists and estate offerings should be sent to me at: 
listown@nanniandjack.com 
so they may be uploaded to the archives for email, web, or ftp retrieval.

On Sunday, 26 February, KPH returned Marshall, CA for the first time since 1942. 


KPH arrived in West Marin county from Daly City in the early 1920s and took up 
residence at the Marconi point-to-point receive site in Marshall. There it 
remained until 1942 when it was closed for the duration of WWII. After the war, 
KPH moved to the receive site on the Pt. Reyes peninsula where it remained until 


the station closed in 1997. 


The Marconi conference Center (http://marconiconference.org/) now occupies the 
facilities. The center has a keen interest in the history of the site and 
recently restored one of the two Marconi cottages on the property. Kathy Wippert 
of the center kindly invited the Maritime Radio Historical Society to participate 
in the dedication of the cottage by returning KPH to the air from its old home. 
This we were glad to do, using equipment appropriate to 1942. 


Here are some photos of the event: 


A HRO-5 receiver was used for high frequency reception on 6Mc and 7Mc. Signals 
from SS Lane Victory in San Pedro, CA were copied on this receiver. Note the 
green eyeshade, standard radiotelegrapher equipment, atop the speaker. To the 
left of the receiver may be seen a land line telegraph sounder in a resonator. 
The sounder itself is an original KPH artifact. Period photos show very similar 
sounders and resonators in use at Marshall. The vintage pencil sharpener is 
available to perk up any dull pencils in the area.

The transmitter control console, built by MRHS member Steve Hawes, allows control 
of the transmitters in Bolinas via a telephone connection. The four panels in the 
lower area are tone sets, one for each transmitter and one to change the frequency 
of the MF transmitter. The switches above allow control of each transmitter.

A RCA AR-88LF receiver was used for medium frequency reception. Signals from SS 
Red Oak Victory were copied on this receiver. Both SS Red Oak Victory and SS Lane 
Victory were using their original WWII vintage radio equipment. Messages of 
greeting were exchanged with both ships. Behind the AR-88LF may be seen the 
Boehme keying head that sent out a continuous message when ships were not being 
worked, using a punched paper tape.

Thanks for all the kind notes regarding the photos of our recent event event at 
Marshall. I'll share each one with my colleagues. 


But there was a glaring omission in my original message. Our president, Mr. Tom 
Horsfall, the man who thought up the idea of the event in Marshall, was left out. 
This was entirely my fault, I'm afraid. 


Tom met long ago with the folks at the Marconi Conference Center. When they 
discussed the dedication of the restored Marconi cottage it was Tom who suggested 
that KPH might return to Marshall as part of the dedication ceremonies. Of course 
we all thought it was a great idea. Tom worked with Carola DeRooy, archivist at 
the Pt. Reyes National Seashore, to select historic photos which were incorporated 
into two professionally done interpretive panels that were a major part of the 
dedication. 


Tom is more of a transmitter man and an idea man than operator (although he does 
not lack for skills at the Morse key) so we have no photos of him at the KPH 
operating position at Marshall. But we do have some photos of Tom to share, 
including one showing him in his natural habitat.
